A few conservatives wore the loose 
flowing garments of old China, but for 
the most part they were dressed in the 
latest thing in summer suits and straw 
hats. 

Fires were lighted in the little brick 
ovens on the hillside and there were 
burned offerings of garments, food and 
prayers. Then the caravan started 
back to that section of Philadelphia 
where carved balconies of restaurants, 
show windows filled with Chinese 
herbs and foods make a bit of China 
in the heart of the city.

Funeral of Miss Morgan 

Is Held on Monday 

The funeral of Miss Mary Frances 
Morgan, 19, of 409 Woodside Avenue, 
Narberth, took place Monday morning 
from an Ardmore undertaking estab- 
lishment with interment in Westmin- 
ster Cemetery.

The theory 
that her death was caused by a re- 
jected suitor has received no confirma- 
tory evidence. 

The facts of the case have been

Three hats are still in the ring for 
the Republican nomination as treasurer 
of Lower Merion Township. The re- 
maining candidates are Peter C. Hess, 
Bala; Dr. Charles Seidel, Bryn Mawr, 
and Harry H. Francis, Ardmore. Two 
other candidates, both from Ardmore, 
withdrew their petitions Monday at 
Norristown. They are William G. 
Frankenfield and Monroe Anders. 

According to political leaders Mr. 
Frankenfield would have run second 
only to Mr. Hess had all five remained 
in the field and might have given him 
a close call had there been but the two 
candidates. However, Mr. Franken- 
field declared he was "not a candidate" 
several weeks ago and declined to 
change his mind. Previously he was 
believed to be active in behalf of Mr.

Mr. Anders, who loomed as a com- 
promise candidate a week ago, also 
declined to enter the contest. It is 
thought that Mr. Anders, recognizing 
that the three "p's," prestige, power 
and practice of an attorney are cumu- 
lative, had no desire to remove him- 
self actively from legal affairs for four 
years regardless of how much strength 
might' gather behind him for the trcas- 
urership nomination. 

While neither of the other two can- 
didates will concede Mr. Hess' nomi- 
nation, the prospects of his re-election 
as a Republican candidate were never 
brighter. It is too early, however, to 
make predictions until it is seen what 
methods the opposition will employ 
against him.

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Library Circulation Shows 

Gratifying Increase 

The Librarian's report for the month 
of July shows an increase in the cir- 
culation of books of 1113 over that 
of July in 1928; the total for the month 
then being 2470, while for this year it 
is 3583. This seems to all those in- 
terested in the progress of the Library 
to be a most gratifying indication of 
the increased service which the Li- 
brary has been able to render the pub- 
lic of Narberth under the new arrange- 
ment of a professional librarian and 
longer hours of opening. That this 
increase should occur in the summer, 
when circulation frequently falls off, 
jsfonly another indication that the Li- 
brary has not yet reached its limit, 
bit is headed for still more distant 
goals. 

•i 'The" Library statistician was heard 
td\ reveal these figures to a recognized 
accountant who allowed himself one 
minute of enthusiastic response before 
asking just how the increase of this 
year compared with that of last. This 
requiring too great a knowledge of 
mathematics, as well as of other sub- 
jects, the statistician ignored the com- 
parison entirely by hastily reeling off 
tables of circulation figures for each 
month of 1929, showing the circulation 
for the vear from January through 
July to be 23,365, which was almost 
the total for the entire year in 1927. 

The Library at such a time always 
emphasizes the fact that it is not work- 
ing with a large total of circulation in 
mind, but when by extending its hours 
of opening, increasing its service and 
placing a professional librarian in 
charge, it makes it possible for the 
citizens of Narberth to use the Li- 
brary to greater advantage that at 
such a time figures become a symbol 
of significant importance.
